SLEEPING CARS of the most modern standard, owned by the Company, 
are operated on through trains, also Grand Tnmk Pacific Standard Dining Cars, 
serving meals a la carte. 

A MIXED TRAIN is a train composed of both freight cars and pas¬ 
senger cars, and does Lolh freight and passenger work.

INFORMATION AS TO BAGGAGE 

ALLOWANCE —150 lbs. of baggage will be allowed free on each adult 
ticket and 75 lbs. on each child's ticket. Any baggage weighing in excess of 
free allowance thus authorized will be subject to extra charge. Liability in 
case of loss or damage is limited to 8100, but passengers may insure excess 
amount by pay ing prescribed charges therefor at time of cheeking. 

WEIGHT LIMIT —No piece weigmng over 2o0 lbs. will be accepted or 
checked as baggage; and trunks, boxes, valises, etc., not securely locked will 
be carried only at owner’s risk of less therefrom.
